Thirtyeight Were Killed 77 Wounded and 


200 Missing is the Report 


That Gen. Kitchener Sends to London—Methuen One of 


England's Gallant Generals Wounded and a Prisoner- 


Story of Boer Victory. 


LONDON, March 10.—(Bulletin.)— 


General Delarey, the Boer Commander 
has defeated and captured General 
Metheun. Four Guns fell into the 


hands Of the Boers. 


Methuen had 1200 men. The Gen- 


eral is among 
the 
wounded. The 


British have lost thirty-eight men kill- 
ed and 77 wounded, while 200 men are 
n 


missing. 


London, March 10.—Great 
Britain 


has suffered 
a terrible reverse in 


South Africa. General Methuen, one of 
England's famous soldiers, and a 
force of 1200 men under his command, 
met defeat at the hands of Boer Gen- 
eral Delarey. Methuen himself was 
wounded and taken prisoner, and four 
guns were captured from the British. 


The news of the defeat was an- 


nounced in the House of Commons to- 
day by Secretary of War Broderick. 
It was one of the most sensational 
statements ever made in Parliament. 
Secretary Broderick read the dispatch 
from General Kitchener 
announcing 


the reverse. It began by saying: 


"I greatly regret to send you bad'

The Etruria anchored here at C

She had a comparatively one /entful 


passage, except for 
the breakdown, 


which occurred during the dinner hour 
on February 26. When this occurred, 
the Etruria had only just finished 
speaking by wireless telegraphy with 
the Cunard liner Umbria. After tb,3 
accident was discovered the Etruria 
called the Umbria wirelessly for one 
hour, but without success. 


Upon examination it was found that 


the ship propeller had broken off out- 
side the tube and that the rudder had 
been carried away by the propeller.

The Etruria then sent up rockets 
which were seen by the British steam- 
sr William 
Cliff. The latter 
bore 


down and was alongside in fifty min- 
utes after the accident. She stood by 
until daylight, when after several at- 
tempts had been made she succeeded 
In passing a hawser aboard the Etru- 
ria. The tank steamer Ottawa arriv- 
ed on the scene at this time. The Wil- 
liam Cliff then attempted to tow the 
Etruria, while the Ottawa attempted to

snapped. The Ottawa stood by for two 
days and then left for Fayal, bearing 
the second officer of the Etruria to re- 
port the disaster and obtain assist- 
ance. 


In the meanwhile the crew o£ the 


Etruria had made every effort to rig a 
jury rudder. The first such 
rudder 


was carried away immediately an at- 
tempt was made to use it. Afte fur- 
ther efforts lasting for two days a sec- 
ond rudder was successfully adjusted 
and is till in position. 


The passengers of the Etruria we/a 


satisfied they were in no danger and 
they praise the conduct of the captain 
and crew of the vessel. After the ac- 
cident the passengers amused them- 
selves with the usual deck sports, and 
concerts were held in the first and sec- 
ond cabins. 
Only those 
who were 


anxious concerning business matters 
chaffed at the unavoidable delay. 


The Etruria reports having sighted 


the Italian mail steamer Sardegna 
from Naples February 26. for New 
York last Wednesday, March 5. The 
Sardegna stood by but finding she 
could be of no assistance, proceeded 
on her course. 


The Etruria was hoping to commun- 


cate with the North German Lloyd 
steamer Kronprinz Wilhelm by wire- 
less telegraphy. But her mast wire 
broke in several places and she was 
unable to repair it until the weatlK 
had improved, when it was too late. 
After the accident the passage of the 
Cunard steamer was entirely unevent- 
ful and there occurred nothing of in-j 
terest beyond the daily run of the ves- 
sel, which ranged from six to one hun- 
dred knots.

HIS TRIP. 


OF 


Fine Voyage, Splendid Weather, At- 
I 
tractive Scenes, Jolly Compan' 


lone — Lodge Organized, 


On Board S. S. Celtic, Feb. 18.— 


Thinking that probably the Advocate 
readers would like to hear something 
of the trip of the Celtic, I write this 
letter. We left the dock at New Yorir 
promptly at three p. m., Saturday, 
Feb. 8, with a party of 830 passengers 
aboard. There werev between lour and 
five thousand people at the dock to 
see their friends off, all having a good 
time. Finally the gong sounded, the 
gangways were taicen down, 'the ropes 
cast "off, . the band playing and we 
moved out amid , the .cheering and 
waving of the- crowd. It was a grand 
sight to see. We were not destined 
to go very far as we had to cast an- 
chor when we got out to the bar, not 
finding water enough for the vessel 
to go over,- so we lay there waiting 
for the tide to come in, and finally 
got away at 5 -o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, 
passing Sandy Hook light house 


about 7:30. 
The 
steamship 
people 


count their distances from that point, 
sr. up to 12 noon , Sunday we 
had 


made 65 miles, to noon Monday, 372 
more, to noon Tuesday, 404, to noon 
Wednesday 366, 
to noon Thursday 


368, to noon Friday 378, to noon Sat- 
urday 374, and to two o'clock Sunday 
380 f miles, making a total of 2,707 
miles from New York to Funchal, 
Maderia, where 
we arrived at 
2 


o'clock Sunday afternoon. 


Of course, before leaving, the most 


of us fully expected to get sea sick, 
and probably have a very rough voy- 
age on account of the time of the 
year; but I was very agreeably sur- 
prised at not having ahy very rough 
weather, except one day. and not be- 
ing sea sick. I have enjoyed all my 
meals and have not missed one since 
we started, for which I am very 
thankful. ' The third day out it was 
very rough, and a great many were 
sick, and if we had been on any other 
vessel but this we would probably 
have all been sick, hut the enormous 
size and proportion of this vessel 
makes her fun very steady, even in 
rough weather. Her length is 700 
feet, breadth of beam 75 feet, depth 
40 feet. She was hot built for speed, 
but for comfort. There was only the 
one day that they had to put the table 
guards on the tables to keep the 
dishes from sliding off. 


The party aboard are very agree- 


able and good natured, and all bent 
on having a good time. Every state, 
but a very few, in the Union is repre- 
sented, besides * Canada, Ireland and 
Prince Edward's Island. Among the 
party are some sixty-five ministers, 
but that is no drawback to the pleas- 
ure 
enjoyment of the others, as 


they are an elegant lot of gentlemen. 
We have had three lectures on board. 
onc on Madeira and Algiers, one on 
Gibraltar and Malta, and one on 
Egypt. They were all very entertain- 
ing • and 
instructive, and Miere pre- 


"eeeded and followed by a musical pro- 


gram. We have also had some other 
entertainments, and two dances. 


There are about 100 Masons aboard. 


We had a meeting last Thursday af- 
ternoon and formed an organization 
to be called the Celtic Masonic Asso- 
ciation. We elected Thos. F. Shryock 


t Grand Master of Maryland, as chair- 


man. and C. X. Brown of Pittsburg. 
as secretary, and appointed a com- 
mittee of five to prove up the breth- 
ren and see if they are true blue be- 
fore they are admitted to the asso- 
ciation. We expect to visit a lodge 
is the quarries at Jerusalem and per- 
haps at other places ia a body. We 
are having a certificate printed on 
board for each brother as a means of 
identification. There is also to be a 
-paper issued on board in a few days. 
the boat being equipped with a print- 
ing outfit 


Sunday morning after breakfast we 


were all out on deck watching 
for 


land. It was a beautiful morning. 
The sun was shining and the ther- 
mometer registered 68 degrees, and 
the sea was very smooth. Finally 
ahont 30:30 some oac cried oat "I sec 
land." Then all was excitement an'! 
everybody who owned a pair of field 
glasses rushed to their rooms after 


the picture of violet-tinted aud pur- 
ple gorges and gunny hills Is domin- 
ated by Pico Ruvla, the loftiest peak 
on the inland, which is 6,165 feet high. 
Some of the vineyards and gardens are 
2 000 feet above the sea level, all ar- 
ranged 
in terraces, and makes 
a. 


beautiful effect. 
The houses are, for 


the most part, built of stone br con- 
glomerate, and being roofed with tile 
and colored exteriorly in harmonious 
hues, all 
afford a pleasing 
picture 


against the rich background of gar- 
dens and other dense growths of 
trees arid shrubbery. Palms of many 
varieties, the cactus, bamboo, and a 
peculiar tree known as the dragon 
tree, are among the local characteris- 
tics of the island; 
geraniums, fu- 


se-bias, and heliotropes are among the 
commonest of flowers. A great vari- 
ety of nuts and fruits are are also pro- 
duced on the island. The public gar- 
dens are beautiful, as well as many 
private ones. The flowers and trees 
look beautiful. 
The streets of Fun- 


chal are narrow anTTexceedingly steep. 
They 
are paved with small, thin 


stones, gathered- from the beach and 
are set edgewise into the ground and 
are kept very clean, the steepness of 
their incline and the abundance of 
water from" the hills being favorable 
tn cleanliness. The steepness of the 
streets compel the inhabitants to re- 
sort to sledges as a means of trans- 
portation. Most of the freighting is 
done by means of shallow wooden 
drags, 
which are 
drawn by oxen. 


They also irr o.cn on the sledges for 
carrying passengers. The body of the 
sledgf. is made something, after 
the 


shape 
of the old-fashioned 
stage 


coaches, and are hung to the runners 
front and back in the same way. They 
all have tops so that you are not 
bothered with the heat or sun. One 
o' the streets runs to the top of the 
hill above the town about one and one- 
half miles distant. 


These 
sledges "are guided by two 


men who steer them from, behind and 
take their passengers down to the 
town proper asd then take their 
sledges on their heads and carry them 
back to the top of the. hill again for 
another load. An incline cog railway 
is also utilized to carry passengers up 
and down hills. Rapid transit over 
the steep pavements is facilitated by 
dropping of a greasebag occasionally 
under the runners of the sledges as 
it is dragged up the hills. Then they 
have a more luxurious means of trans- 
portation in the shape of a hammock, 
which, 
handsomely decorated and 


provided with an awning,, is carried by 
two men. The views from the hills 
above the town are of unrivaled beau- 
ty. English money is chiefly current 
in Funehal owing to the predomi- 
nance of English visitors. The native 
currency is the same as that of Port- 
ugal, the Lisbon reis being the unit 
ot value. The Islands of Maderia be-: 
long to Portugal. The population of 
Funchal is about 50,000, and the popu- 
lation of the islands about 120,000. I 
could say much more about the city 
and also the people and their cus- 
toms. I will only say that the lower 
classes are a great lot of beggars. 
They teach them to beg as soon as 
they can walk. 


Our ship sailed from here at 2 o'clock, 


p m. yesterday (Monday.) Today we 
have had another glorious day. The 
sea is almost as smooth as glass and 
the day bright, but not quite so warm 
as yesterday. We will reach Gibral- 
tar 
tomo'rrow mornttg at 7 o'clock 


and leave there at 3 p. m., as it won't 
take long to see the sights there. W^ 
are cutting our time three hours there 
so we will have longer time to stay in 
Algiers, where we expected to arrive 
Thursday at 5 p. m. 
, 


My health has been very good and 


I am enjoying myself. I am looking 
forward with pleasure to receiving the 
Advocate and other mail at Cairo to 
see what is going on at home. With 
very kindest regards to all my friends, 
1 remain.

Murdered 
Man 
Found 


$3850 in Hiding Place Under the 


Floor of Attic. 


A telegram to the Advocate last Fri 


day from Butler, Pa., told of the foul 
murder of Henry a. Smith, at Saxon- 
burg Station by-three villains who not 
only killed Smith, but tortured and rob- 
bed his wife. It now develops that if 
the robbers had made a, more careful 
search they would have been better re 
warded for their crime than they were. 
While they completely ransacked the 
house, and apparently searched every 
nook and corner where 
valuables 


might have been concealed, one spot 
escaped thehv and here it "was that a 
hoard of treasure was concealed. 


Saturday William B. -Smith, son of 


the murdered man, discovered a loose 
board in the floor of the attic, which 
had been occupied by his father as a 
bed chamber. 
The board was lilted, 


and in the-aperture between the floor 
and ceiling a pile ot gold and paper 
money -was-< disclosed. When counted 
the sum amounted to ?1,350 of which 
$900 was in gold coin and the balance 
in paper money. About |2,500 in Gov- 
ernment bonds was also found in the 
same place. 


Mr. Smith was in Butler and depos- 


ited the money in a Butler beak. How 
long the old people had been accumu- 
'ating the money is not known, nor is 
ir known whether Mrs. Smith was 
aware of the hiding place her husband 
had for his wealth . While in Butler 
Mr. Smith stated that a reward of $500 
was offered for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the murderas of his father. He 
also retained the law firm of Painter & 
Martin to look after the prosecution 
of any suspects and to have charge of 
the farm ia Winfleld township.

MERRIMAC 


tCepyrlght, 1902, by G. I* Kllmcr.l 
N order to economize in time n«s 


•well as in money the projector of 
the first iron rani fished the sunk- 
en hull of the United States wnr 


frigate Merrimac from the bottom of 
Elizabeth river. The conversion of the 
vrooden frigate into an ironclad steam 
ram began by cutting the old hull down 
to within three feet of the water line. 
Both ends for several feet back were 
decked over level so that the -weight 
of the superstructure and armament 
•would keep them below water, or 
awash, as the* sailors say. In the mid- 
dle section, or about one-half of the 
ship, a sloping roof was laid of pitch 
pine and oak timbers twenty-four 
inches thick. This roof extended from 
the water line at an angle of 35 de- 
grees to a point seven feet above tlx? 
gun deck. At the ends of the vessefr 
this timber shield was rounded so as to 
give the bow and stern guns a wide 
sweep in firing. 


Over the timber shield of the ram 


was riveted an armor of iron plating 
In two layers and four inches thick. In 
motor power the old bulk was weak. 
Her engines had been condemned as 
worn out even before they passed 
through the fire which destroyed the 
frigate, and they afterward lay for 
weeks submerged in salt water. 


But at her worst the Merrimac, or 


Virginia, as she was reehristened, was 
the best fighting machine afloat in 
southern waters that spring morning 
when she slipped from her ways, took 
a sousing if rather ungraceful plunge 
and righted herself with an air that 
seemed to convey to the model men-of- 
war of the world the saucy challeng- 
ing salute: "I am here! Haul down 
your colors!" 
t 


Nothing was lacking; to make the 


Merrimac a most terrible floating bat- 
tery. She carried a 7 inch rifle each 
in bow and stern and three 9 Inch 
smoothbores in each broadside. Last, 
but not least, for that was the main 
purpose of thia unique creation, came 
the ram, or beak, a cast iron prow, 
projecting four feet from the bow, and 
when in action so completely sub- 
merged as to be out of sight of the ene- 
my and cut below the water line in 
striking. 


All the heavy armor of the ship 


was intended simply to shield men, en- 
gines, machinery and cannon while the 
vessel should be fighting her way to- 
ward an enemy to give a finishing 
:hrust with that terrible beak, which

At the end of fifteen minutes' firing 


the Merrimac headed for the Cumber- 
land, striking her ponderous beak up- 
ou the wooden bow. The sloop imme- 
diately began to sink and carried the 
ram down with her until the iron beak 
which coupled the antagonists broke 
off. 
As the ram backed away she 


stood motionless for some time under 
the broadsides of the Cumberland, and 
the heroic sailors of the sloop, although 
they knew their ship was .doomed, 
poured shots upon the Merrlmac at 
close quarters till she fairly reeled un- 
der the blows on uer plating. 


Not. a shot broke through the armor 


of the ram. The Cumberland contin- 
ued sinking, and the commander of the 
ram hailed to know" if she would sur- 
render. 
"Never!" cried her captain, 


the gallant Morris. "We'll sink along- 
side." As the water rose tliejcrew climb- 
ed higher and continued working the 
guns until at last their muzzles were 
in the water. The man who fired the 
last shot as a deathknell was mortally 
wounded in the act and one of eighty 
killed in that short fight. The flag 
was flying from the staff as the old 
ship rested on the bottom, with her 
rigging above the tide. 


After finishing the Cumberland the 


Merrimac turned to the frigate Con- 
gress, which could only be reached by 
taking a tortuous channel that brought 
the rainjinder_the guns of the Federal 
batteries on shore. If the batteries 
tiad had a few more heavy guns or 
more solid shot for the ones in position 
that day, there would have been no 
Monitor and Merrimac fight on March 
9. At one time the rani's keel dragged 
in the mud wbile she was making a 
iong turn SOO yards from the batteries. 
Well aimed shells tore away her dav- 
ts, knocked the muzzle off one of the 
guns and stove"~two firing ports into 
one.

FOR THE HOUSEWIFE 


Menace of Draperies. 


"The crusade against the tendency of 


the modern housekeeper to swathe her 
windtrars and doors "in draperies bas 
not half been preached,".-said a sani- 
tary expert the other, day: "I go iutp 
houses, many of them, and into small 
flats where a triple layer of curtains 
shuts out air and sunlight from the 
apartment about as completely as if 
the windows were solid wall. When I 
ecold, the chatelaines say: 'We must 
have curtains ~and draperies. They arc 
so artistic.' I will concede one> set of 
thin curtains at certain windows of the 
house, with preferably none in bed- 
rooms or nurseries. If thin curtains 
are needed in a bedroom for purposes 
of protection, they should be of a fab- 
ric than can be easily laundered or of 
a weave of lace that may be kept free 
from dust by light brushing and sbak- 
iug out of the opeu window. To per- 
sons* with asthmatic or consumptive 
tendencies they are a menace that 
should not be permitted." 


To Secure Attar of Rose*. 


Attar of roses -and confections arc 


easily prepared. The first is secured in 
small quantities thus: Select two glass 
jars, one small enough to lit into the 
necR of the other: partly fill the larger 
jar with fresh rose petals, and invert 
it over the smaller, in which is placed 
n piece of very fine, clean sponge which 
has been soaked in olive oil. Prop up 
the two in the strong sunshine until the 
petals are withered, then remove and 
refill with fresh. 
Continue with all 


the petals that can be obtained. When 
the rose season is over, rinse the sponge 
in alcohol, and you have the essence of 
rose attar. If you have a large quanti- 
ty of petals, you may squeeze out of 
the sponge the oil, which will give you 
as nearly as possible the real attar. By 
diluting cither extract with alcchol you 
will hare a flavoring that is exceeding- 
ly delicious in the icing of little cakes 
baked in pally pans.

OHIO OYSTERS 


Negotiations in Progress for Use of 


Condemned Reservoir at Findlay 


to Raise Oysters. 


Findlay. O.. March 10.—J. C. Acker- 


man of Baltimore, Md., is negotiating 
Tor an option on the reservoir of the 
Findlay waterworks plant as soon as it 
is abandoned in favor of the new sys- 
tem about to be inaugurated, 


Findlay's present water 
supply is 


procured from the Blanchard 
river, 


the water being filtered into a large 
reservoir. 
Within the past year, how- 


ever, extensive operations in the oil 
fields east of the city have resulted in 
millions of gallons of salt water being 
permitted to flow into the river, ren- 
dering the water unfit for domestic 
consumption. 


Mr. Ackerman, who is an oyster 


grower with extensive interests near 
Baltimore, desires possession 
of the 


reservoir for the purpose of conduct- 
ing a series of experiments in oyster 
culture. 


He is of the opinion that the bi- 


valves can be. successfully raised in 
the salty waters of the reservoir, and 
says that in the event of his experi- 
ments proving successful a profitable 
industry will be established here, the 
saving of express charges to cities in 
the middle west being an important 
factor which will do much to assist in 
the introduction of Ohio grown oys- 
ters.

It is the name of a play that has just 
completed its hundredth performance 
in New York.

The other pictures on the same cliff 


witii this strange epitaph, if it may be 
so railed, 'vere equally interesting in 
their way, but Maler offers no explana- 
tion of their meaning. The central de- 
sisrn was the best preserved and HIP 
most elaborate. It was traced in sim- 
ple black lines, boldly executed, aiid 
the archaeologist conceived it to be the 
representation of the jaws of some 
monster which seems in ;i general way 
to resemble the dragon of mythology in 
the act of swallowing a man hendfore- 
most. The monster's head terminated 
at the back in a lot of plumage, nud a 
grotesque face was developed in the 
scroilwork above it. A few feet higher 
on the cliff was a very crude drawing 
of a diminutive man.

Cartridges Found by Officer Jesse 


Philipps at Court House Park. 


Thrown Into Canal.

Jesse Philips the well known custod- 


ian and policeman of the Court House 
\ 
Park, made a startling find this morn- 
ing that was calculated to make his 
auburn locks assume an erect position. 
While engaged in cleaning the grass 
just south ot the peanut stand he dis- 
covered two large dynamite lulmmat- 
ing cartridge shells lying in the gutter 
close to the curbing. They were about 
one and a halt inches in diameter and 
t%\'o and a half inches in length, and \ 
were loaded to the brim v,ith the dead- 
ly explosive. A brass cap was on the 
end of each cartridge, with an attach- 
ment running clear through the dyna- 
mite, and the explosion from the rnis 
siles would certainly have been deadly 
and effective.
